Bat can it be imagined , had the 
Gentiles now been- concerned with 
this Sabbath by Law divine, that fo 
holy a man as Nehemiah would have 
let them eſcape without a rebuke 
for ſo notorious a tranſgreſſion 
thereof; eſpecially conſidering, that 
now allo they were upon Gods 
ground , to wit, within and without 
the Walls of Zeruſalem 7 

Fourthly, Wheretore he faith to

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God, nor of all times in which all 
manner of worſhip is to be perfor. * 
med 3 but of that Worſhip, which 
is Church-worſhip , or Worſhip that 
is to be performed by the Aſſembly 
of Saints, when by the will of 
God they in all parts of his 
Dominion aſſemble together to 
worſhip him z which Worſhip hath 
2 prefixed time alotted to, or tor its. 
performance , and without which it 
cannot, according to the mind of 
God, be done. This 1s the time, 1 
ſay, that we arc to diſcourſe of, and 
not of A L L time appointed for all 
manner of Worlhip. 

I do not queſtion but that Wor- 
ſhip by the godly is performed to 
God every day of the week; yea, 
and every night too, and that time 
is appointed or allowed of God for 
the performance of ſuch Worſhip. 
But this time is not tixed to the 
lame moment or hou cniverſally, but 
is lett to the diſcretion of the Be- 
lievers, as thcir frame of Spirit, or

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ptations, or = ll require, 

We meddle then onely with that 
time that the Worſhip aforeſaid 
is to be performed in 3; whic 
time the Law of Nature as fuch ſu 
poſes, but the God of Nature hy 
ſer.
